The National Committee was then ap- 


pointed, consisting of two member* 
from each State, with Hon. J. H. Gil- 
more, of Virginia, as chairman, and H. 
C. Pago, of Now York, as secretary. 


Resolutions were also adopted calling 


on the members of tho national com- 
mittee to organize as far as possible in 
the several States, and in tho present 
contest to participate and unite with 
Grant and Wilson campaign clubs, and 
requesting independent 
Democratic 


speaker to at once take the field in ad- 
dressing the people in behalf of the can- 
didates indorsed by this conference. 


At a meeting of the State Committee, 


held during the recess, the nominations 
of John A. Dix, for Governor of the 
State of New York, and his associates 
on that ticket, were cnthusiasticly en 
domed, and an address ordered to be 
issued iu their behalf. 


A largo number of letters from prom-
